Cut Off Prom Neighboring Tribes Bo* 
cause of Their Practice 
of Magic. 


An ancient civilization, cat off tot 
centuries from other neighboring tribes 
because of their practice of magic and 
supposed 
supernatural 
powers, 
has 
been discovered in Colombia, South 
America, by J. Alden Mason, assistant 
curator of South American archaeology 
at the Field Museum of Natural His 
tory at Chicago. 
These people, a tribe of Indians, 
named Arhuacos, numbering 2,000 to 
3,000 persons, occupy a narrow strip 
of land about 30 miles wide and ex­ 
tending back from the Caribbean se a 
150 miles to snow-capped mountains. 
Short of stature, with dark olive com­ 
plexions and black hair, which is in 
contrast to their tall and powerful 
neighbors, they lead a quiet, peaceful 
existence untroubled by any modern 
problems. Their laws and customs are 
well established and their language Is 
separate and fully developed. 
Their seclusion has become such a 
matter of course that they are un­ 
known even in the nearby coastal towns, 
while the other Indian tribes will not 
admit their existence. Only two white 
men have ever penetrated their land to 
study their customs and traditions. 
They live principally by agriculture, 
their haphazard farms ranging from 
the mountains, where they raise sweet 
potatoes, to the tropic lowlands near 
the sea, where they grow plantain. 
sugar cane and yucca. 
A queer marriage custom is observed. 
When a man decides to marry he builds 
for bls bride a house in the village, 
but after the marriage ceremony he 
never again enters the home. 
He ap­ 
pears at mealtime for his food which 
is passed out the door, and he then re­ 
tires to his club to eat In company with 
bis fellow’ man. 
Much of their spare time Is spent in 
a mutual delousing process, a sort of 
community Interest being established 
by this practice, and everyone chews 
a mixture of coca leaves and lime, ti e 
narcotic effect of this raw cocaine 
placing them in a state of lethargic 
bliss. 
Their old religion is a form of nature 
worship, the lakes, trees and toads be­ 
ing their principal gods. 
The lodge 
dances are grotesque mask affairs, ac­ 
c o m p a n ied by a slow rhythmic m u sic. 
Their creed of living Is simple in the 
extreme. 
While 
their 
tall, 
lighter-skinned 
neighbors are highly civilized, this 
tribe has practiced magic for centuries 
and this is believed by Mr. Mason to 
be one of the reasons for their Isola­ 
tion. 
Mr. Mason, who recently re­ 
turned, made the visit to the Arhuacos 
accompanied by two members of a 
nearby tribe who bad been induced to 
admit their existence. 
While the Ar­ 
huacos were not hostile they refused 
to have anything to do with his party. 


Britain to Have Air 
Defense 30.000 Feet High 
An important scheme of air defense 
for Great Britain is being prepared by 
the air ministry and the war oflh e at 
London under direction of Vol. Ed­ 
ward B. Ashmore, 
who commanded 
London’s defense during the war, ac­ 
cording to the Daily Chronicle. 
The 
.scheme comprises a sky defensive ex­ 
tending to more than 30,(XX) feet above 
the ground. 
“Colonel Ashmore,” says the news­ 
paper, “will take great areas of the 
sky and so ‘mine’ and net and bar­ 
rage them that from the earth level to 
an altitude of more than three miles 
no aerial raiders will find it possible 
to live and move therein, while above 
that will be an area of bursting shells 
and other defensive measures. 
New 
squadrons of fleet air fighters will pa­ 
trol the air to an altitude never b e ­ 
fore attained In aerial fighting” 
The paper indicates that 
part 
of 
the defensive scheme is the formation 
of immense artificial cloud sci-eens to 
baffle raiding aircraft, and says the 
means for creating su^h smoke palls 
now have reached a stage far beyond 
anything done during the war.

Dogs and burglars, If strangers, have 
a natural antipathy for each other. 
Most Hat thieves are afraid of dogs, 
big or lift ie. but they fear dogs more 
for their bark than their bite. A bark­ 
ing dog has proved the undoing of 
more than one night marauder by 
awakening a household and giving an 
alarm. Recently a thief was caught 
red-handed when he unknowingly vt li­ 
mned into an apartment in which a 
dog was on guard. 
Before the thief 
could make bis escape by way of a 
.stairway he was overtaken and cap­ 
tured, When questioned at the station 
house he remarked that he never had 
hod any luck with dogs or babies. Both, 
he asserted, had made a lot of trouble 
for him at times. 
Yet the best of watchdogs have not 
always deterred thieves from entering 
a house. When robberies in Westches­ 
ter and Long Island were Investigat d 
recently It was discovered that the 
thieves had made a careful survey of . 
the premises bi foie embarking on their ■ 
undertaking. 
Their victims had felt 
more or less secure because they were 
protected by fait bf ai watchdogs. 
On 
awakening a householder would learn i 
with surprise that while fie slept bis t 
home had been entered, turned topsy- i 
furvy and robbed of such valuable as 
could easily t.* carried away. He would < 
bo the more surprised since be had left 
the house In charge of Brutus or 
Rover, and he would blame the well­ 
tried sentinel for sleeping on his post. J 
Later he would learn that the faithful J 
animal had been killed by poison. 
Most thieves hold life cheaply, but 
not a few respect even the life of a 
dog, and would rather forego the pros­ 
pect of booty than slay a dumb ani­ 
mal. But these thieves who preyed on 
country estates were of a particularly 
base and sordid type. If they observed 
that the place they had planned to rob 
was protected by a large, fierce do-2. 
which challenged every one who passed 
its gates, they dipped a tempting mor­ 
sel of meat in poison and threw it over 
tile wull and that was pretty certain 
to silence the animal. 
Kill Doqs With Poison. 
These thieves learned thnt watch­ 
dogs in some instances were permitted 
to roam at will about the grounds of 
the estate and in other instances were 
left in the lower part of the house. 
After forcing door or window, they 
could ascertain in a short time whether 
the house harbored a dog or was left 
unguarded. If there was a dog, he was 
pretty sure to reveal his presence by a 
low, warning growl, and that was a 
signal to toss him the poisoned bait. I 
At 
any 
rate, when 
the household j 
awakened the following morning it ; 
would find the burglars had left a dean 
dog behind them. 
Although a barking dog often af 
fords better protection to a house than 
locks, bolts and pistols, some dog 
which have survived those nocturnal | 
visits have turned out to be the worst 
sort of watchdogs. 
As a ruie, the fiercest anim ids are to 
ho found in lonely country district.- 
Farmers have the reputation of keep 
ing watchdogs calculated to scare off 
flu* boldest intruders. Indeed, some of 
those animal.^'are sn fierce by nature 
that they art) kept chained at the 
threshold of farmhouses during the 
daytime and not permitted to roam at 
large until nightfall. 
They are kept 
Hot so much as a protection against 
burglars as against t r a m p s and other 
undesirables, who uro liable to wander 
into farmhouses when tin* fanners are 
at work in distant fields and the wom­ 
en folk are alone.

chickens with hens and with artificial 
brooders. 
Attention is given to all 
the different kinds of equipment, such 
as brood coops, hovers, brooders and

chicks, feeding young chickens, toe 
punching and bantling. 
According to this bulletin, the suc­ 
cessful brooding of chickens depends 
on the skill and care of the operator 
as well as the use of good vigorous 
chickens, which are free from disease. 
Poultry raisers are cautioned particu­ 
larly against the danger of overfeed­ 
ing, lade of exercise; overcrowding, 
overheating, and too little heat. The 
beginner cannot expect definite rules 
to carry him through to success, but 
he will find Information which will 
enable him to know w’hen there Is 
something wrong and suggestions a«* 
to what sort of corrective is needed.
